A method of testing seed corn 
th a t any farmer can adopt and 
get IOO per cent results has been 
dcrnohstratcd by tests during the 
past three years at Gregory Farm 
Laboratory 
here, and 
since 
the 
plan being used here is not for 
the purpose of 
producing 
seed 
corn for the market, added value 
vc ill be attached to the presenta­ 
tion in this article, the f a d s hav­ 
ing been 
generously offered 
by 
the Gregory 
Farm 
m anagem ent 
fbr the information of the gen­ 
eral agricultural interests. 
There had been dissatisfaction 
at 
Gregory 
F arm 
up until 
re­ 
cently with the yield from seed 
corn purchased on th e m a rk e t as 
90 per cent perfect, 
but 
which 
could not attain such perfection 
when the tests were made at ran 
dom from rather large quantities 
of 
shelled 
corn. 
The 
rag-doll 
method was most too bulky to suit 
Mr. Corsa’s ideas of compactness 
and efficiency. 
The car test plan 
appealed to him, and ’>hile some­ 
what more 
expensive than 
the 
generally 
a c c e p t e d 
rag-doll 
method, yet this is m ore than off­ 
set by the compactness and per­ 
fect results now being obtained. 
Six grains are ta ken from an 
ear of corn, representing the ends 
and middle Sn opposite positions. 
These are planted 
in a 
wooden 
tray that is divided into squares 
of iwo inches each. 
In each two- 
inch square is 
planted 
the 
six 
grains with the point of the grain 
down. 
Sawdust or sand can be 
used in 
these 
trays, 
but 
here 
sawdust is given preference. The 
sawdust must he wet, and warm 
water 
is 
important 
to 
induce 
germination. 
A layer of wet saw­ 
dust is used as a cover for each 
tray, this covering sawdust being 
enclosed 
In a 
muslin 
wrapper, 
w'hfch is also 
soaked in 
warm 
water. With the room maintained 
at 
about an 
even 
temperature 
sprouting will 
begin in 
about 
seven days. 
These sprouts are in­ 
spected as 
to 
weakness of 
the 
grain, 
lf 
all six 
grains in 
a 
sq uare sprout, IOO per cent has 
been 
attained. 
Each 
defective 
grain reduces the 
perfect score 
one-sixth. 
By 
numbering 
the 
squares and giving the ear with 
a corresponding number, it is pos­ 
sible to determine every ear that 
shows a defect, and this ear Is 
promptly rejected. 
This affords 
a positive 
individual 
ear 
test. 
The corn from which the tests are 
made are gathered from the Greg* 
ory Farm crops. 
Each tray used in this case ac­ 
commodates the grain from 240 
ears, and the average loss is less 
th an four ears to the tray. 
The 
trays can be made any sire de­ 
sired, hut the size used here is 4 
b.v 2 I-IF 1«hI, MMtU* 
dimension. 
They are 2 I-2 inches deep, and 
each individual 
square is 
11-2 
inches deep. 
They are placed in 
a rack 
like drawer. 
An 
even 
num ber of squares, say ten or 
twenty, straight across the tray 
enables the square to be located 
by number with ease by num be r­ 
ing th e m ten, twenty, etc., up the 
side of the rim, 
and one, 
two, 
three, etc,, across. 
This is the third year since the 
testing system 
was adopted 
at 
Gregory farm. 
When it was first 
put to use three years ago the 
test run about 35 per cent, last 
year it was 80 per cent, and this 
year it will run better than 90 per 
cent. 
Nothing but IOO per cent 
seed has been used since the sys­ 
tem was adopted, and for4the past 
two seasons Gregory farm has had 
the hest stand of corn in this sec­ 
tion of the state, and th e yield 
has been so satisfactory that this 
is the first time that Mr. Corsa 
has not had to go on th e market 
an d buy corn for feed bv Christ­ 
mas.
